The United States Jaycees, exclusively a men's civic 
organization since its inception in 1920, is on the brink 
of opening its membership to women. 

Twice in the last six years, the idea of opening Jaycee 
membership to women has been voted down at annual 
U.S. Jaycee meetings. In the interim, litigation has 
erupted, and the Jaycees have been challenged to defend 
its closed membership. 

In an effort to gain a national Jaycee consensus on 
the quetion, and to gain strength in the courtroom, the 
National Jaycee Board voted to conduct a nationwide 
referendum to determine whether or not the 8,500 chap- 
ters across the nation with 350,000 young men members 
would like the option of allowing women to its rolls. 
The results of the referendum will be sent to an ac- 



credited accounting firm for computation, and the final 
tabulation will be forwarded to the National Jaycee 
Board by mid-November of this year. If the advisory 
vote passes, it is likely that beginning Jan. 1, 1982 
Jaycee chapters across the country will begin bitter 
debates over the question of women membership. 

Beach approval 

Recently, the Virginia Beach Jaycees, founded in 
1939, voted 23 to 10 in favor of the local option. This 
means, if the referendum passes nationwide, the 
Virignia Beach chapter of the United States Jaycees will 
have to wrestle with proponents of female membership. 
If indeed the tide flows in favor of women enlistment, 
local Jaycee officials predict immediate confrontations. 

"There's no doubt that this is a sensitive and volitile

issue," said Jim Saaders, Jaycee member and former 
Jaycee executive. "I don't know what the result will be, 
but whatever the outcome, the Virginia Beach Jaycees 
will survive the ordeal." 

Sanders said women could contribute greatly to the 
Jaycees, which in turn would benefit local communities. 
(The Jaycees have for years conducted special com-

munity activities, such as, sponsoring picnics for men- 
tally handicapped children; raising money for Camp 
Virginia Jaycee to send kids to camp; producing an an- 
nual talent show for mentally handicapped children; 
hosting American Red Cross bloodmobiles; presenting 
an annual outstanding young man awards night;

honoring various citizens of Virginia Beach; and con- 
ducting various recreational activities.) 

Sanders said women's talents could be effectively 
used in Jaycee projects. 

"When I first heard of this issue, years ago when the 
national voted it down," Sanders said, "I couldn't 
believe it. I looked around at all the talent they were just 
dismissing. .There's a whole wealth of service that 
women could render, and the harder they worked, the 
sooner they'd make it do the top of the organization." 

Sanders dismisses the notion that the Jaycees, only 
open to men between the ages of 18 and 35 years of age, 
is strictly a men's social club, as charged by open mem- 
bership opponents. (The fact is, that the U.S. Jaycees 
began in 1910 as a social club, known as the Her- 
culaneum Dance Club in\St. Louis. The dance club 
grew and soon joined with sue similar clubs to form the 
Federation of Dancing Clubs. Due to the club's interest 
in civic affairs and individual character development, it 
was asked to expand and rename itself as the Young 
Men's Progressive Civic: Association in 1915. The 
association grew even larger and changed its name to the 
Junior Citizens, hence, the abbreviation J.C. soon 
became popular. In 1917 the Junior Citizens became af- 
filiated with the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and 
changed its name again to the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. Expansion ensued, and the rest is history.) 

Sanders said the concept of Jayceeism transcends 
discrimination. 

"The Jaycees is not a little boys social club," Sanders 
said. "It is a leadership training organization." (Active 
membership in the Jaycees includes involvement in 
various leadership training, self improvement, and 
community awareness courses.) 

Sanders continues, "The skills and knowledge of- 
fered by Jayceesism should be open to everyone, men 
and women alike. Some suggest that the women form 
their own organization and teach women the same 
things we teach the Jaycee men. To those people, I say, 
they should start their own organization if they want a 
social club. Jayceeism is above all that." 

As it stands today, clearly, women can't become 



Jaycees without a Jaycee constitutional amendment. 
Women married to Jaycees may become Jaycettes. In 
general, however, women are free to assist the Jaycees in 
any community project, although they can not attend 
meetings. 

"We do not receive a lot of support from women in 
general," Sanders said. "We deal with a lot of them, 
but they don't really volunteer to do very much unless 
they're approached. Even then they couldn't avail 
themselves of our speak-up activities or personal

If the local option passes later this year, Sanders says 
he expects the Virginia Beach Jaycees will not hesitate to 
settle the open membership question.

Jaycee chapter, the national Jaycees will defend that 
chapter.) 

"I imagine if the local option passes, we will want to 
vote on it right away," Sanders said. "There will be « 
much discussion, and there may be conflicting views 
between members, but I don't think we'll have dissen- 
tion. If the vote doesn't go the way some want it to, they 
may drop out. But it won't destroy the chapter." 

Virginia Beach Jaycee president Larry W. Bel main- 
tains a neutral stance over the open membership 
question. But, as of now, he says he feds no pressure, 
either externally nor internally, on opening membership 
to women. 

"There's no doubt that the Jaycees is a very visible 
group, and open to pressures from any one of various 
interests," Bell said, "But right now there's no pressure 
on us to make an immediate decision. " 

While still maintaining neutrality, Bell explains the 
traditional image of the Jaycees. 

"We have traditionally been a male, community in- 
volvement and leadership organization," Bell said. 
"The women in the United States have, however, made 
tremendous gains in their rights and they want to be able 
to receive and learn the same things men do. I feel that 
anyone, male or female, who joins the chapter will be an 
asset to us, and the community." 

Virginia Beach Jaycee Administrative Vice President 
Rob Szetda explains why there may be opposition to 
allowing women to join the Jaycees. 
4 "Some guys feel that the Jaycees are a fraternity, and 

fed sanctimonious about it," Szetda said, "and they 
don't want that to change." 

Former Virginia Beach Jaycee President, 1964-65, 
and former Rotarian president, Andre Evans, said if he 
were an active Jaycee member today, he would vote to 
let women in." 

"Open membership should be something each chap- 
ter should be able to decide," Evans, Virginia Beach's 
Commonwealth's Attorney, said.

"I wouldn't -dare presume to set policy for the 
Jaycees, but my own personal, individual opinion of the 
question would be to let women in." 

I he United States Jaycees has always been viewed by 
its members as a private, community service, 
organization, which is free to set its own internal policy. 
But, according to local chapter president Bell, a Mid- 
west supreme court has ruled that the Jaycees is not a 
private organization, but a public accommodation, like 
a restaurant or a motel. Bell said the decision has been 
appealed, and Evans said from the few facts about the 
decision he has heard, the appeal was valid. 

"It's certainly my feeling that the Jaycees is a private 
organization, free -to set its own policies," Evans said. 
"Our organization is not like a restaurant or a motel; 
nor is it supported by any tax dollars."

"The commemoration 
of the battle off the 
Virginia Capes is an exten- 
sion of 200 years of Fran- 
co-American good 
relations," said J. Roy 
Alphrin, chairman, Battle 
of the Virginia Capes 
commemoration commit- 
tee.

De Grasse halted 
Cornwallis' supplies by 
defeating Graves, thus 
Cornwallis was forced to 
surrender to General 
George Washington on 
Oct. 19, 1781. 

This weekend's 
festivities will honor the 
French/ American alliance 
and may set a 'precedent 
for the future. 

"I feel that we will have 
accomplished a great 
deal," Alphrin said. "It 
will bring to the attention 
of the people the impor- 
tance of the battle." 

Battle research 

Alphrin, who has served 
as Virginia Beach's Bicen- 
tennial Commission and is 
a former 12 year chairman 
of the city's Transport- 
ation Safety Committee, 
said he learned of the bat- 
tle through research. 

"Having a local bicen- 
tennial commission in 
Virginia Beach meant that 
we had to come up with a

Over 10,000 acres of 
Virginia Beach ocean- 
front property is used 
for wildlife manage? 
ment and studies

efore combing False Cape State Park, 
Virginia Beach adventurers and nature 
lovers should remember the following: 
WATER: Don't drink it! 
INSECTS: Will eat you alive! 

ANIMALS: Consider all of them wild! 

COTTONMOUTHS: Consider them poisonous 
and plentiful; along with King and Black snakes! 

CLOTHING: Wear several layers! 

SUPPLIES: Must be carried over five miles to 
first contact station; six miles to first camp rite; 
seven miles to second campground; and almost 1 1 
miles to the North Carolina line from the nearest 
parking lot. 

There. Now you're forewarned before exploring 
and enjoying the wilderness Utopia innocently 
known as the Back Bay/Fake Cape Natural Area. 
The nature area is actually a combination of the 
federally owned Back Bay Natural Wildlife 
Refute and the state owned False Cape State 
Park . The refuge and the park extend 1 1 miles 
from the southern tip of Sandbridge to the N.C.. 
line. 

Excluding some residents in the Tarheel com- 
munities of Carolla and Carova, who must travel 
the regulated beaches to reach their homes, 
vehicular traffic is prohibited in the wildlife san- 
ctuary. The area, all 8,921 acres of it, is open, 
however, to pedestrians and bicyclists. 

Access to the nature area, which is a wildlife 
management system managed by Virginia Division 
of Parks and Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
in cooperation with the Virginia Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries and the City of 
Virginia Beach, may gained by either of two 
routesi 

Both routes, one running along the oceanfront 
and one splitting the park vertically, cannot be 
traveled without observing various forms of 
wildlife. The animals, mammals, fish, fowl, and 
amphibians which live freely in the protected, nur- 
tered environment are reasons for the preservation 
of long, and highly sought 1 .5 mile wide strip of 
wasteland. 

It is the nature area's reputation for wild boar, 
horses, snakes, and insects, conversely, that keeps 
its public popularity low. 

But according to park superintendent BUI 
Taylor, the alarming barks are worse than the 
park's actual bite. 

"I remember when these fancy snake hunters 
came here looking for snakes," Taylor said from 
behind the wheel of this GMC recreational four- 
wheel drive vehicle. "They spent days here and 
were lucky to end up with one snake; in fact, I 
think they did leave with one Cottonmouth." 

Taylor, who has been a park ranger for over 20 
years, doesn't deny there are snakes roaming at 
large over the nature area. 

"They usually can be found on top of shallow 
pools of water, or in the waterways in the park's 
interior," Taylor said. "But I've seen them on the 
sand and along the beach oceanfront. Where you 
don't find them, like it shows in the Tarzan 
movies, in hanging tree limbs ready to pounce. 
Virginia Beach snakes don't climb trees." 

Taylor doesn't worry about snakes. There are 
too many other interesting things in the park for 
him to concentrate on.

m s Taylor patrols the park, Ospreys and 
Jk Egrets comb the skies above him in 
/ their hawkish pursuit of food. On the 
^£ desolate beaches, small Sanderlings and 

^ "^ fat Sea Gulls scavenge the shoreline for 
edible debris. 

"The Sanderlings keep the beaches pretty 
clean," Taylor noted, "And that helps cut down 
on the policing we have to do." 

Taylor said his daily sojourns along the rustic 
coastline yield interesting, and sometimes valuable 
finds. 

"I remember one day, over a hundred cans of 
rationed food washed ashore," he said. "There 
were candy bars, cookies, anything you could 
imagine. I got about 20 or 23 cans . Others got 
more. 

"Another day, I found a new, brass cabin prot- 
hole and a brass electric lamp. It floated in from a 
boat damaged off shore. The owners took axes 
and tore the cabin apart to salvage some of the 
craft. The items I found apparently were not wan- 
ted or not noticed." 

The wildlife living in the Back Bay/False Cape 
Natural Area conduct their daily routine as if they 
knew they were immune from society's polluted, 
nefarious assaults. 

Wild animals which may be found in the park 
include Deer, which are now regularly hunted 
because of their abundance in the nature area; 
Racoons; Foxes, which are also plentiful; 
Muskrats; Squirrels; Rabbits; and Mink. 

The Deer hunting season has met with much 



"Last year was the first year deer hunting was 
allowed in False Cape," Taylor said, "but it 
proved highly productive. In just two weeks, 23 
bucks were taken." 

Fowl which permeate the nature area include 
various variety of Duck; Swan; Canadian Geese; 
Ospreys; Egrets; and Bob Whites. 

"I'm surprized we don't have any Turkeys here 
in the park," Taylor joked. 

Hard shelled crabs are not as prolific on False 
Cape Beaches as along the resort strip. Gulls 
devour many crabs while Horseshoe Crabs 
regularly wash-up dead on the shore for no ap- 
parent reason. 

Horses in the park number over SO, but none 
are expected to be harmed when park officials in- 
cinerate several dilapidated structures on the 
premises. 

False Cape park offers campers two camp- 



grounds, replete with three sites each and pit 
toilets. Additional camp sites are planned. Well 
water is available, but not suggested for consum- 
ption unless purified, or boiled. 

"We tell campers not to drink it," Taylor said, 
"but I do." 

Whereas many Virginia Beach campgrounds are 
full over the Summer, including the Seashore State 
Park on Shore Drive, False Cape isn't always used 
to camping capacity. 

"We've had a full house several times," Taylor 
laughed, "but it sounds funny to talk about a full 
house with only six camp sites." 

Fig trees grow wild in False Cape. They can be 
seen from the old Coast Guard grass landing strip 
located in the middle of the dunes and trees. 

From atop a 12 foot tall bird watching tower, 
Persimmon, Lop Lolly, Maple, Pine, Weeping 
Willow and Oak trees can be seen growing ran- ? 
domly over the park grounds. The bird tower was 
specially made to observe migrating Cattle Egrets. 
Two hundred year old Oak trees nestle close to the 
shores of Back Bay, which ailedgedry yields 
supurb catches of Bass. 

"Back Bay is fresh water, and is supposed to be 
the best Bass fishing in Virginia," Taylor said. 
"I've heard of catches weighing up to 1 1 or 12 
pounds." 

Fruit and berry lovers will find Muscatel grapes, 
grapes, Fox grapes, Persimmons, and "loads of 
blueberries." 

Taylor lives in False Cape with his wife of 35 <* 
years, Helen. And although he has the formal 
title, Taylor insists she is the naturalists. 

"I've learned all I know about the outdoors 
from experience," Taylor said, "and what I don't 
know, my wife docs. She's really the naturalist in 
the family." 

Taylor and False Cape, and Back Bay are sur- 
viving very well despite storms of dissention over 
its public use and accessibility. It is a wilderness 
paradise, but Taylor feels it could bemade more 
available for visitors. 

' "They've been talking about a tram, or a bus 
for years," Taylor said considering the miles of 
undeveloped dirt and gravel paths wanderers must 
journey to see the park. 

"We need to share the nature, and the beauty 
that is in False Cape and Back Bay. People use 
Seashore State Park, and it hasn't been torn up 
that badly. There has got to be ways to allow more 

people access to the far reaches of the park and 
refuge. Maybe, in the future."

Congress has enacted 
major tax changes. Ap- 
parently, there are tax cuts 
in all brackets but par- 
ticularly notice the 
changes for dual-earner 
households. 

Here are some features 
to look at that may change 
the tax burden. 

Some citizens find that 
they are giving Uncle Sam 
an interest-free loan by 
having too much money 
withheld. Approximately 
65 million Americans got 
tax refunds last year. In- 
formation is available 
from employers and from 
the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice on how to adjust 
withholding to match 
probably taxes. 

It may be possible for 
some individuals to invest 
in Treasury bills or cer- 
tificates of deposit that 
come due in 1981 when the 
tax rate probably will be 
less than in 1981. 

Setting up a Clifford 
Trust or 10-year trust is 
another possibility. 
Property, including stocks 
and bonds, can be placed 
in the name of a younger 
person who is in a lower 
income bracket. 



Review investments. If 
any money has been lost in 
an investment, it may be 
better to take the loss in 
the current year while in- 
come taxes are higher, as 
its value as a deduction is 
more. 



Some persons double 
their payments of certain 
interest,, charitable gifts, 
and medical bills within 
one year and the next year 
take a standard deduction. 



Check over the cost of 
credit cards. It may be 
higher than it was. 
Perhaps using fewer credit 
cards will reduce interest 
payments.

Dividend income and 
interest income exclusions 
are being jumped from 
$100 and $200 and up to 
$400 on a join income tax 
return. This exclusion is 
scheduled to last only 
through 1982, but many 
report Congress likely will 
extend and strengthen it.

Kyle. "I challenge them to provide the exact same ser- 
vice for leu money." 

Currently, according to Kyle, the city's sanitation 
budget is $4.7 million a year for once-a-week city-wide 
trash collection. Last year, when rubbish was collected 
twice a week, it cost the city $6 million a year. Over the 
next five years, the city is expected to realize $13 million 
in savings from the reduced collection schedule. 

Kyle said that under the twke-a-week collection 
schedule, peak load collections were unequal, causing 
an inefficient use of dry manpower and equipment. 
Under the new, mdefinate once-a-week system, he says, 
the city works four full, equal collection days. 

"Now we are getting more effective use of our crews 
and vehicles," Kyle said. "We eliminated 70 positions 
through attrition and parked 70 of the city's older, less 
efficient, trash collection vehicles. These trucks always 
needed repairs and always tied up the city garage." 

Kyle said the city trash collection trucks make 75,000 
weekly stops city-wide, including all public schools. 
Virginia Beach businesses on Atlantic Avenue receive 
trash collection seven days a week. 

To win the city's favor, BFI would have to offer the 
dry the same coverage it's use to, for less money. 

"Before we could even think of having a deal with 
BFI," Kitchen said, "he would have to offer us three 
day-a-week collection in Sandbridge; seven day-a-week 
on Atlantic Avenue; o n ce-a-we ek dry-wide; and all the 



Kitchen said dty council would be interested in 
looking at money saving refuge collection figures, but a 
leary of signing a trash contract with a private company. 

"If a private firm came in and showed us they could 
do the same job for leas money, I'm sure the council 
would be receptive to such proposals," Kitchen said. 
"But I don't know if I'd want to sign a five-year con- 
trad with a private firm. I mean, what if after the five- 
year contract ride is over, they decide to jack up prices? 
We would be stuck. And what if in the interim we got 
rid of our vehicles? We'd really be stuck." 

Kyle said that the dty is not experiencing any 
problems with the current trash collection schedule in 
Virginia Beach. 

"We provide very efficient trash collection service in 
the dty," he said, "and we're always improving. Com- 
plaints over the once-a-week service have been few. 
Maybe one-half of one percent of the dty has even 
called us about it, and most of those were questions 
asking how to better store their trash." 

Youatz, said that the same tonnage of trash is bring 
hauled, regardless of who hauls it, or how often it is 
hauled. 

"Even if the dty takes trash trucks off the road, the 
same tonnage of trash is bring dumped," he said. "As 
far as the attrition goes, that's all it is. The dty is not 
really saving any money at all. It's just sliding it 
around." 

According to Kyle, the dty has scrapped an idea to 
disribute 75,000 large 85 gallon trash carts city-wide, 
due to high costs. 

"We dropped that idea for two reasons," Kyle said. 
"It would have cost us $4.5 million to disperse the carts, 
and the collection process for 85 gallon trash carts is 
slower. 

Yountz and BFI will make a proposal this Fall for dty 
council consideration.

One- Way Sparks Much Hoo-Rah

One-way traffic on Atlantic and Pacific Avenues has 
been laid to rest for another year at least. 

Innkeepers and merchants along the resort strip, 
with the help of eight of the 11 Virginia Beach City 
Council members, Monday afternoon defeated the 
proposal for one-way streets advanced by City Manager 
George L Haabary. 

Hanbury said one-way traffic would improve the 
traffic flow and reduce congestion along the streets. He 
also said that by making the streets safer, pedestrian 
traffic would be promoted,, reducing the number of 
cars. 

But the opposition, to whom one-way streets are 
anathema, maintained that by moving traffic faster, 
pedestrian traffic would be discouraged. 

But while Council killed the plan by the>3 vote, the 
feeling was that something should be done. Conse- 
quently Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. appointed W. H. 
Kitcafa m and Dr. dareace A. HnsUnd a Council 
committee to come up with some measure, short of 
one-waving Atlantic and Pacific. to improve the traffic 
situation. The Councilmen will work with Hanbury and 
Public Works Director Oral Insnbert or City Planning 
Director Robert Scoft-and with representative inn- 
keepers and merchants. 

Holland was one of the three Council members who 
voted against denial of the proposal, along with John 
A, Baam and McCoy, and Kitchin, an innkeeper 
hknseW, was a leader in the fight against one way 
traffic. 

The innkeepers and merchants believe that taking 
away two-way traffic on the streets would hurt then- 
business. 

Hanbury said that any proposal regarding the traffic

on Atlantic and Pacific has met with opposition from the 
innkeepers and the merchants. 

Alternatives suggested by Patrick L, Standing, who 
made the motion to not proceed with one-way streets 
this year, including looking into possible widening of 
Arctic and Baltic Avenues to take some of the 
north-south traffic, assigning additional police areas to 
the resort area to enforce ordinances and assist tourists 
and to encourage development of private parking and 
for the city itself to provide parking for businesses and 
residents. 

A number of the speakers suggested more pohce a 
greater number of police officers in the area and better 
enforcement of laws. 

While no one was present to speak in favor of 
one-way streets the Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce endorsed one-way streets while at the same 
time asking for the end to 24-hour meters. 

Hanbury said that if he were asked to make another 
recommendation he would recommend the same thing 
he recommended last year-no parking on Atlantic and 
left turn storage lanes. This plan was also opposed by 
the innkeepers and merchants previously. 

Hanbury said that he had put together all of the 
various arrangements, but all do not relieve congestion. 
He said one modification could be made to the one-way 
plan-to have all traffic on 21st Street turn right at 
Pacific by closing 21st Street between Atlantic and 
Pacific. This would meet the objections of businessmen 
who are afraid that all traffic would be routed north of 
21st Street. 

Hanbury said he had to have the decision Monday to 
have the plan in operation by April 1. "We need to 
consider the problem as quickly as we can after one 
tourist season to take care of the next." 

Allen Datton, president of the North Virginia Beach 
Civic League, asked Council to defer action and give 
consideration to a less costly solution. He said the 
Virginia Beach Oceanfront Parking Plan prepared by 
the Southeastern Virginia Planning District Commis- 
sion (SEVDQ and released last April points out that 
most traffic congestion occurs between 8 and 11 p.m. 
between 17th and 25th Streets. He suggested closing 
Atlantic Avenue to vehicular traffic between IS and 
22nd Street during those hours. He added that people 
on foot will spend more money and traffic officers could 
assist tourists to two-way Pacific Avenue. 

He theorized that if Atlantic is open only to 
pedestrians young people will park and walk to be seen 
on Atlantic. He said no additional parking spaces would 
be needed. He said this type of plans is used in Cape 
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May, N. J., Williamsburg, Washington, D.C. and 
Georgetown. 

S. A. Karageorge said Atlantic AVenue has different 
faces at different times of the year. Three-fourths of the 
year, it's just a small town, he said. He said the same 
traffic measures are not needed the year round. 

He said an additional bridge over Rndee inlet, 
forwarded as a later development oh the one-way street 
plan, would make Atlantic a through street. He said the 
city should consider having the bridge leading to 
another street. 

karageorge also said that parking is inadequate on 
16th Street south. "If we try to take all the people to the 
Pavilion (to park and take a bus to the strip), it's not 
goingi to work. It's like telling people (at the 
courthouse) to park cars at the hfimmo Church." 

Joe Hawa, representing the Motel Owners Associ- 
ation, said' the lifestyle and the income of the area are 
directly connected to Atlantic Avenue. He said his 
group was not opposed to upgrading Atlantic and 
supported a parking plan an beautification. "Is there an 
ordinance which says you have to change the traffic 
pattern every five years. 

He said there are other plans-signing, public and 
private parking, the trolley system. "We want Atlantic 
Avenue to be a people place." 

He said he would go along with eliminating parking 
on Atlantic after the street is upgraded. 

Hanbury has said he would like to try one-way traffic 
before embarking on the beautification plans. 

The SEVPDC report says that the first recommen- 
dation of the parking element is to remove the 
remaining on-street parking on Atlantic Avenue from 
1st to 5th Street. This will enable planners, the report 
says, u> perform the Atlantic Avenue beautification 
project which includes sidewalk widening along with 
the upgrading of gas, water and sewage lines and

placing underground overhead utilities. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said she understood 
from the report that one-way should be a last resort or 
in conjunction with beautification plan. Hawa was a 
member o the study committee. 

The report says that a one-way street system would 
be considered only if a significant amount of traffic 
congestion remains after the implementation ofplanned 
parking, signing, circulation and transit improvements 
or in conjunction with a future Atlantic Avenue 
Beautification Project. 

OwnrtiiMHi BeM Errta brought up the need for 
expediting emergency vehicles. 

Hawa said he believed the one way plan "win move 
traffic aster but that's not what we're looking for." 

Hhmum E. CogUfl, a motel owner, said that tourism 
is more than hotels and motels. "Every change is 
deterimental business as a whole and to small business 
in particular. He said that the weeks proceeding labor 
Day were some of the worst experienced by resort 
businessmen. "When the tourists get here, they're hit 
with unheard of parking restrictions, hundreds of 
parking tickets and the highest mea] tax on the east 
coast." One-way streets are not necessary, he said and 
can lead to traffic jams. The only reil jams occur on 
week-ends, he said, and they are mostly of the cruising 
variety. "If cruising two abreast is fun, curising four 
abreast is going to be real fun." 

Hanbury's plan called for four lanes,' a bike lane and 
the desginatipn one of the traffic lanes for emergency 
vehicles.

'If you cause more aggravations to tourists, tourism 
will be down another IS to 20 percent. It's too much to a 
risk," Hawa said. 

Henry Morgan, a representing the Pacific Avenue 
Merchants Association said that placing police officers 
at key areas would solve the problem. He said the 
traffic jams are not caused because drivers warn to get 
from one place to another bat because they warn to be 
there. As evidence of what one-way traffic will do to 
business, he said, "Look what happened to 21st and 
22nd Street, h slowed to a screech. The problem is 
congestion because people are there and want to be 
th ere," he said. '■■'_.' __ 

. Brace Taylor, a Pacific Avenue merchant, said he has 
never seen one-way streets help business. He gave as 
examples, Mercury Boulevard in newport News. 
"Everyone says business is good and doesnt want any 
chagnes." He had a petition signed by 156 persons in 

M el vtn Koch, president of the Tourist Bureau which 
represents 108 motels, hotels and condominiums, said 
that taxes are taken from the strip but little is put back. 
He said he would only reconsider one-way streets after 
other measures have been taken and beautification is 
completed. He said that since 65 to 85 percent of the 
tourists arrive without reservations, the one-way 
streets would give an advantage to the properties at the 
start of the one-way streets. 

He said the honkytonk appearance of Atlantic 
Avenue is not caused by the traffic direction. He 
suggested that the noise and congestion could be 
relieved by removing parking and requiring the police 
to enforce the law. He said the police force was not 
adequate. "Response is too long and too late." 

He also suggested placing utility poles and wires 
underground, widen the sidewalks, enforcing the 
building code and enforcing the law. 

Graver Wright, attorney representing 19 property 
owners in the area, said, "I feel we don't have 
gambling at Virginia Beach and that (one-way traffic) is 
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a real gamble." ' 

He said he was sure the plan would meat the 
approval of traffic engineers as being correct. "Can you 
imagine the shock of tourists when they see a platoon of 
trucks or rescue vehicles coming up Atlantic Avenue?" 
He said the problems are law enforcement problems. 
He said the encouragement of parking garages is okay, 
but to redistribute business and play with fortunes 
would be disastrous. 

Motel owner WVsea Chaplain, said that all parking 
should be taken off Atlantic and the street should be 
made four-lanes with one center lane used at a tarn 
lane. "You all get a good 10 percent of every nickel we 
take in," he said, hot with one-way parking, "you 
won't get anything." Leave us alone at we were... 
spend that half million dollars (which would be spent on 
completing the project) on a first class water system so 
people can take baths." 

Mi Mcdaaaa, operator of Atlantic Cleaners and 
Laundry on 21st Street, said more law en fo r ce m en t is 
needed to direct traffic 

Nancy Parker, who also served on the ' SEVPDC 
committee and represented the Old Beach Civic 
League, said that one-way streets were not the first 
phase of the program. She said she was concerned that 
taking parking 1 off of Atlantic would compound 
problems for the residents. She suggested some type of 
resident permits for parking. 

Hanbury said that the speakers expressed fear of the 
unknown. He said that every recommendation made to 
ease the problems of parking, traffic noise, verbal 
abuse on Atlantic Avenue have been opposed. He said 
the major problem is life and safety. "Everyone talks 
about business and has no evidence that one-way is 
detrimental to business. No one has talked about traffic 
concerns, neigher of residents or tourists." He said 
mat traffic on Atlantic and Pacific reaches 23,000 to 
30,000 cars a day. In other secions of the city "we don't 
debate when the traffic count reaches 25,000." That 
calls for six lanes, but "we're willing to sit back" in the 
case of the Oceanfront. He said that the traffic 
congestion occupies police with minor accidents when 
they could be doing other things. He maintained 
one-way streets would aid safety and improve business 
as well.

In answer to the remark that the city returns little to 
the Ocean front, Hanbury said the city has spent 
millions on the boardwalk and the beachfront. If 
one-way traffic works, he said, the city can proceed 
with beautification. . 

Baum said that some of the speakers have indicated 
there is no problem, but that during his nine yean on 
Council the problem has come up every year. "There 
must be some problem." 

. Henley said she was concerned about the pedest- 
rians. 

McCoy said his concern was the fire hazard. 

Hanbury said the fire chief is worried that trucks will 
never make it if one of the older hotels chatches fire. 

He said that "every recommendation we have is shot 
down." 

Standing agreed that congestion also kills business. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that the most economic 
alternative is to invest in more police officers to take 
care of directing traffic. In addition to expenditures for 
beach replenishment, Ervin said the city spends more 
on advertising the resort than any other major resort 
except for Las Vegas. 

Kitchin said he could see the merits of doing 
something but he is not convinced that one-way streets 



are the answer. He said that the city should be 
promoting pedestrian usage, but that one-way streets 
would "double the available space for something with 
which the city has a problem already. We need 
somehow to turn the street over to the pedestrian, not 
encourage more traffic." 

Hanbury said the plan would make it a people place 
by making it safer. 

Holland said the problem has existed in the years 
he's been oa Council. He said the cry has been "help us 
but don't do it this way." 

A disaster could hurt just as much as one-way traffic 
if one of the reasons the people could not be saved or 
rescued was because the rescuers couldn't reach them. 
Hanbury has asked for a one-year trial. Holland agreed 
to that. 

Kitchin said the city would be playing "Russian 
roulette" with the investments of businessmen. 

If we vote it down, Ervin said, "we have to go back to 
the drawing board. Give us another whack at it with 
another plan." 

Standing then made his motion for denial. 

Ervin said he believed one-way streets was the wrong 
way to go. "we've got to protect these businesses. The 
risks are too great." 

Addressing the innkeepers and motel owners, 
Kitchin said "I hope you people will be willing to work 



for some change... somewhere there's a better ans- 
wer." 

Council* oman Reba McClanan said it was "up to us 
to pick something... maybe we need a committee." 

Hanbury pointed out that last year the city spent 
$30,000 executing one plan. "It lasted two weeks." 

Baum said that "sometime we back off of hard 
decisions. I'm tired of the Beach Borough coming back 
every year." 

He suggested that the two Council members, Kitchin 
and Standing, who are most familiar with the Beach 
Borough, be appointed to the committee, but Standing 
begged off saying the next summer he wouldn't "be 
here to live with my decision." Standing does not plan 
to run for reelection. 

Kitchin and Holland were appointed to the commit- 
tee instead. McCoy said he preferred having two 
opposing viewpoints represented.

New Sun Series Begins 

This article begins a three-part Sun Series on 
narcotics and vice In Virginia Beach. With the 
cooperation of the Virginia Beach Department of 
Police, prostitution will be the focus of the first 
installment of the series. Gambling and illicit drug 
use in Virginia Beach will be featured In the last 
two installments.

Prostitution is one of society's more anomalous, and 
unlawful full-time occupations. Its' appeal stems from 
its late working hours, yielding high, tax-free financial 
returns despite personal risk and anathema from clergy 
members and law officers. 

Harlotry, in most cases, is a victimless crime. Hence, 
complaints about commercialized sex are few except 
where flagrant and blatent public violations, or street- 
corner solicitations occur. 

In Virginia Beach, streetwalkers do not converge on 
any specific location or area of the affluent resort city. 
Neither are there suspicions of organized prostitution 
rings in the city. Yet, prostitution exists year-round in 
Virginia Beach. Its curtailment is the responsibility of 
the vice and narcotic squad of the Virginia Beach Police 
Department. 



Don'tbeaaive 

"We would be naive if we didn't recognize that 
prostitution goes on regularly in Virginia Beach," said 
Virginia Beach detective sergeant J. M. Carraa, in- 
vestigative division, vice and narcotics squad. 

"But in our city," he continued, "because it is a vic- 
timless crime, no one is concerned, nor complains about 
it." 

In the last three years, Curran and his special fleet of 
detectives have conducted eight prostitution in- 
vestigations in Virginia Beach leading to arrests. He said 
he would like to conduct more investigations, but first 
must rely on sometimes tight-lipped informants for in- 
formation. 

"Prostitutes don't stand on the street corners m 
Virginia Beach too often picking up tricks," Curran, a 
20 year law enforcement officer said. "Usually they 
work oat of hotels and bars. We have had co mp la ints 
from Virginia Beach residents stating there is heavy 
traffic of in co min g and outgoing males at a certain 
house in a certain residential neighborhood . If alerted, 
we will set up surveillance and try to work our way into 
the house without arousing suspicion and make arrests. 
But getting into the hou se is no t easy b ecause most of 
these type of prostit ut es work by refctials." 

It is unlikely that any big time Mafia prostitution 
kings are working Virginia Beach, Curran says. Any 
nr ggi it— An« htt wean Virginia Beach p ros ti t u te s is

"I don't know that there is any nationally organized 
prostitution ring or rings existing in Virginia Beach,"

charge her. But we have to be very careful not to entrap 
the person or we stand to lose our case in court." 

Street walking, per se, does not occur in Virginia 
Beach. Ergo, most of the vice squad's prostitution in- 
vestigation work may occur in residential neigh- 
borhoods. Curran explains the procedure: 

"First of all, we must receive a complaint," Curran 
said. "We don't really have time to shoot in the dark 
looking for them. Once we get a complaint, we begin 
our surveillance work. This may last for days, weeks, or 
months. We just can't call the girl on the telephone and 
ask her if we can come in. We have to wait for a real 
break to get on the inside and see if the occupants of the 
house are soliticing sex for money. Once inside and we 
discuss such things as whether the customer wants 
regular or out-of-the ordinary sex, we can bust her. As 
soon as she committs herself verbally to what is expec- 
ted to take place, we can arrest her." 



No organized harlotry in 
Virginia Beach; organization 
only by association 



Curran said most of the complaints received by his 
men are waged by irate boyfriends of the prostitutes. He \^ 
also said most Virginia Beach prostitutes and their 
customers are very discreet. But when charges are made 
and a case goes to court, there is usually no trouble in 
obtaining a conviction . 

"We have no trouble with sentencing," Curran said. 
"Many first offenders receive suspended sentences, but 
I think that's alright. Pimps are also usually convicted 
without any problem!" 

An interesting note to prostitution convictions is that, 
whereas the charge of prostitution is a Class I 
misdemeanor and carries a maximum of a one year jail 
term, pimping, or actually transporting harlots is a 
felony offense punishable by at least five years in con- 
finement. The thinking fat, if you eliminate the pimp 
employers, the harlot employees will decline. 



Drags or 



Curran said many Virginia Beach prostitutes will sell 
themselves for money or illicit drugs. 

"A lot of them do it for drags, and for money," 
Curran said. "But there are those who do it just for 
drugs." 

But if no money changes hands, fat the girl still con- 
sidered a prostitute for having sex? 

"I don't think a ghi is a prostitute just because a guy 
takes her out, spends $20 for dinner and then goes home 
with her and jumps in the rack," Curran said. "Deter- 
mining prostitution depends on what pe rsp ec ti ve you 
put it all in." 

Curran said most of his squad's time in Virginia 
Beach is not spent chasing prostitutes, nor gamblers 
(which will be coveted in the next two instalhnfms of tins 
Sun Series), but on drug dealers. However, his depar- 
tment is charged with responding to all complaints over 
any sexually lewd and lascivious behavior. 

"We will definatery investigate any complaints about 
(Hedged prostitution," Curran said. "But without 
dues, we don't really know where to look. We can bet- 
ter spend our time in Virginia Beach tracking down drug 
dealers than trying to determine where the prostitutes in 
Virginia Beach are working."

Math, Science Teacher Shortage

My high school math teacher was a dried-up old bag, 
with about as much personality and tact as Maaatatar 
Qaddafl. No way could I visualize her as a 
sophisticated, progressive, computer programmer in the 
I9tr/s. 

Yet, many of today's mathematics teachers are being 
lured out of the educational classroom and into die 
higher paying automated halls of industry, according to 
a recent Virginia Tech news release, entitled, "Math and 
Science Teacher Shortage Plagues U.S. Schools." 

The two-page release says, an alledged nationwide 
math and science teacher shortage is reaching "critical 
proportions and is handicapping the United States in its 
technological race (against Russia)." 

Thomas Teates, associate professor of education at 
Virginia Tech, reports that almost 10% of all math 
teaching positions in the country remained vacant last 
year; Virginia has never had a surplus of math and 
science teachers; many schools are forced to fill 
positions with unqualified people; and that education is 
losing its math and science majors to industry. 

"According to a recent White House commissioned 
study," Teates said, "this lack of qualified teachers is 
contributing to America becoming a nation of scientific 
and technological illiterates."

Teates makes dramatic assertions, but a call to 
Virginia Beach public school system offices proves him 
wrong, at least for now, according to Joe Loweathal, 
public information director, Virginia Beach public 
schools. 




"We had no math or science vacancies that went un- 
filled last year," Lowenthal said, "nor do we have any 
math or science vacancies this year and all of our 
teachers are qualified. 

"I will say this, however, that the number of teaching 
applications we receive has dropped drastically over the 
last five years; from about 2,000 to 1,000 annually." 

Lowenthal admits Virginia Beach has experienced 



difficulty at times securing instructors in highly 
rprriaH?^ fields, such as special education, but says in 
general, Virginia Beach keeps a full slate. 

"We've been able to fill all of our vacancies," he 
said. "Instructors for some Adds are harder to come by 
than others, but right now we're not having any 



Virginia Beach currently employs ova 3,000 full-time 
teachers, including 161 math and 1 12 science teachers in 
its secondary schools alone. No new teaching positions 
were created this year, and the turnover rate from last 
year was at a low 205. Lowenthal attributes the low rate, 
and the full slate of teachers to the attractiveness of 
Virginia Beach. 

"Virginia Beach has always held an attraction to 
people as a good place to live and work," Lowenthal 
said. "We recruited as heavily this year for teachers as 
we ever have. We know that today, science and math 
fields are computer related, and that the teachers can do 
better in private industry." 

Among other things Teates suggests in his report, is 
that math and science teachers receive regular leave for 
updating thier instmctiona fields. In Virginia Beach, 
they are required to update their skills. 

"For the teachers to retain their certification," 
Lowenthal said, "our teachers must take two new 
college courses in their field, six hours worth, every five 
years. It used to be only every 10 years." 






What About Virginia Beach Coastal Flooding? 

Appalachia Gets Flood Warning

Counties nestled in the Appalachia corridor of 
Western Virginia are constantly subject to devastating 
flash flooding. 

According to the Virginia Office of Emergency and 
Energy Service, (OEES), flash flood property damage in 
the' Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky and Pennsylvania 
totals about $2 billion a year. Many lives are also lost 
each year by the gushing rivers of water. 

To protect life and property from flash flooding, 
OEES has announced the implementation of a 12- 
county advance flood warning system, to begin this 
week. The system is a prototype flash flood program 
developed by the National Weather Service (NWS) and 
the OEES. 

The system will "provide warnings of local flooding 
from at least 30 minutes to three hours in advance of 
high water," said H. Kim Anderson, State OEES. 

The system consists of radio rain guages, along with a 
micro-computer at each county emergency operations 
center, which hooks into a control computer located in 
Frankfort, Kentucky. The monitored Virginia counties 
include Bland, Dickinson, Wise, Buchanan, Giles, 
Pulaski, Carroll, Grayson, Wythe, Smyth, Tazewell, 
Russell, Washington, Scott and Lee. 

"These counties are located in an area of the state 
where heavy rains some distance away can pose serious 
flooding dangers as runoffs collect and swell small 
streams into raging rivers," Anderson stated. 



The system is expected to be very effective against 
flash flooding in the mountains. 
But what about local coastal flooding? 

Virginia Beach flooding 

Virginia Beach has never had a flash flood, but ex- 
periences inland flooding from tropical storms every 
summer. Interior, or urban flooding can't be predicted, 
nor prevented.

Mike La Cfvita, Virginia OEES, said there is no flood 
warning system on tap for inland areas experiencing 
coastal flooding. These floods can reach depths of four , 
to five feet. 

"There's nothing on the horizon right now to warn 
against inland flooding," he said. "Flooding in all areas 
of the state concerns us, but urban flooding is not as en- 
dangering as flash flooding." 

Lee Eakey, Virginia Beach coordinator, OEES, said 



Virginia Beach residents are best protected against 
ground flooding two ways. 

"Beachers must rely on experience, that is, being able 
to determine how much rain will fall and at what rate," 
Eskey said. "Urban flooding does not happen quickly 
like flash flooding. It takes a few hours. 

"Beachers should also listen to the radio for National 
Weather Service information and bulletins, which will 
inform them of irregular and unusually high tides." 

Torrents, high tides 

Eskey said torrential rainfall and high tides contribute 
to Virginia Beach's seasonal flooding problem. For this 
reason, the best protection against it is awareness. It is 
through the cooperative efforts of the OEES and the 
NWS that Virginia Beach residents are warned against 
flooding. 

"By working with the NES, we can send out over the 
radio specific warnings, such as if Ocean Park or Lyn- 
nhaven Colony is going to experience high water due to 
a combination of rainfall and incoming tides," Eskey 
said. 

"By warning Beach residents hours in advance of the 
flooding, they can park their cars on higher ground or 
protect their furniture by stacking more valuable pieces 
on less expensive ones." 

Eskey also notes that Virginia Beach is vulnerable to 
coastal flooding because of the many thunderstorms 
and squawl lines which often slice through the Mid- 
Atlantic region.

Skies NoiserOver Oceana 



Residents in the 
Chesapeake area around 
Naval Auxiliary landing 
Field (NAL) Fentress wffl 
find the night skies a little 
quieter beginning Septem- 
ber 15 while some residen- 
ts in the Virginia Beach 
area around Naval Air 
Station (N AS) Oceana will 
find it somewhat noisier. 

NALF Fentress will halt 
all air operations Septem- 
ber 15 for 80 days to 
repair and reseal the 
facility's 8,000 foot run- 
way. The targeted com- 
pletion date is Dec. 3, at 
which time Fentress is ex- 
pected to return to full 
operational status. The 
last runway repair and 
reseating at Fentress took 
place in 1972. 

During the 80-day 
repair period all Fentress 
air operations will be tran- 
sferred to NAS Oceana. 
This will mean greatly in- 
creased air activity during 
daylight and night hours 
in the area of Virginia 
Beach normally affected 
by NAS Oceana air 
operations. 

Total construction cost 
for the Fentress project is 
$680 thousand. In c luded 



in this figure is the cost of 
replacing runway lights 
and wiring expected to 
take place during a 25-day 
period next February or 
March. At that time Fen- 
tress will again close down 
and transfer its air 
operations to NAS 
Oceana. 

NALF Fentress is 
located in Chesapeake, 
Va., approximately 10 
miles southwest of NAS 
Oceana and is essential to 
Navy readiness. Fentress 
is an auxiliary Navy lan- 
ding field that is used 
primarily to give pilots 
day and night landing 
practice before they take 
off and land on aircraft 
carriers at sea. Intensive 
practice carrier landing 
operations usually take" 
place at Fentress in three- 
wekk intervals prior to 
pilots being assigned to do 
the real thing at sea, 
known as carrier 
qualifications. 

During the period that 
Fentress training is taking 
place at NAS Oceana, 
there will be a marked in- 
crease in both day and 
night flying at the Navy 
master jet base. Most 



noticeable for Virginia 
Beach residents living near 
the base will be the ad- 
dition of flight operations 
from sunset to sunrise to \ 
give pilots night landing 
practice so essential for 
safe carrier operations. 
Without this intensive 
carrier landing training 
the Navy's carrier 
readiness would be 
jeopardized. 

Oceana officials are 
concerned about the in- 
creased flights, especially 
the night flying and its 
noise impact on local 
residents. They stress that 
every attempt will be made 
to lessen the impact 
through carefully con- 
sidered scheduling. This 
training is mandatory for 
safety and readiness, 
however, and the atten- 
dant noise inconvenience 
is regretable. It should be 
noted that the situation is 
only temporary and that 
NAS Oceana experts to 
return to normal 
operations in early 
December when Fentress 
is brought back on line.

Hawaii, the west coast or 
Florida. 1 was sent to Nor- 
folk. I filled out another 
preference card asking for 
the Rhine River, Europe 
or Hawaii. I got sent to

He finished his military 
duty as an admirals' aide 
living on "captain's row" 
in a huge four bedroom 
house provided by the 
Navy. "I moved from 
there to Richmond to prep 
for medical school into a 
housing unit that was part 
of an old World War II 
barracks. They'd been 
turned into apartments 



made from plywood that 
were so bad that we were 
told, if it catches on fire, 
'just get the kids and get 
out!' We overheard the 
mover who settled us from 
house to house say, 'Boy, 
this guy has really fallen 
on hard times!" Holland 
recalled. 

After receiving his MD 
at Medical College of Vir- 
ginia, Holland entered a 
partnership with his 
former college roommate. 
Dr. Wuliam Johnson. He 
and his family settled in 
Virginia Beach on the 
water on Pleasure House 
Road. 



Always believing in 
community activity, he 
gravitated toward politics.

He ran for Gty Council 
as a Democrat in the last 
partisan election and won 
in June, 1969.

108 New Grads Hired In Virginia Beach Public Schools 



There .are 205 new 
teachers in the 62 public 
schools in Virginia Beach 
this year. Of that num- 
ber, 35 have taught in 
Virginia Beach in the 



past, 62 have experience 
in other school systems, 
and 108 have just 
graduated from college. 

Fewer teachers were 
hired this school year for 



several reasons: there 
was a smaller turnover in 
the teaching staff than in 
past years; no new pro- 
grams were added to, the 
curriculum; new schools 



were staffed by transfer 
of teachers from other 
schools; enrollment 
changed very little from 
last year. Last year at 
this same time, 240 new 
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teachers have been em- 
ployed, i 

Those .just out of 
college hail from 42 dif- 
ferent institutions of 
higher learning, in- 
cluding colleges in Con- 
necticut, Alabama, Pen- 
nsylvania, Michigan, 
and California. As in 
past years, Old 
Dominion University in 
Norfolk supplied the 
most new teachers - 29; 
William and Mary was 
next, with 11; Norfolk 
State sent seven; Rad- 
ford University had five 
representatives. All of 
the other colleges and 
universities supplied 
either one or two of ihe 



new teachers. 

The experienced 
teachers, including those 
who taught previously in 
Virginia Beach, hail 
from 16 states besides 
Virginia, as well as from 
one foreign country. A 
total of 37 had previous 
experience in Virginia 
localities. By the time 
school opened, all 
vacancies had been filled 
in all fields. Some little 
difficulty was experien- 
ced by Personnel Ser- 
vices in filling a few of 
the highly specialized 
positions, but that has 
been the case for several 
years recently.

Guards Proud Of Record

Employment as a Virginia Beach lifeguard carries 
tremendous responsibility, and often with little ap- 
preciation. 

Sure, it's their job to save lives, as many cynics 
charge, but it should also be recognized that life saving 
is not an easy occupation. Virginia Beach lifeguards 
work and train vigorously to protect and serve the 
throngs of tourists, and locals, that swarm to the resort 
beaches annually. 

In the last seven years, the Virginia Beach Patrol- 
North Beach Service, covering the resort beaches bet- 
ween 23rd and 41st Street, has performed almost 400 
rescues, and only lost one life. The Ocean Rescue Ser- 
vice is responsible for the southern beaches. That's a 
track record that north beach lifeguard lieutenant Ned 
Kucha thinks is worthy of attention. 

"Statistics tell us that we should have more than one 
fatality in seven years," he said. "1 know it's our job to 
protect lives, but when the guards do an above average 
job of it, I think that deserves some recognition." 

Kuehn, along with three supervisors and patrol cap- 
tain Hugh KMcbla, Jr., watch over 40 young men who 
work dairy from memorial Day to at least Sept. 10 to 
protect and serve the needs of visitors to Virginia 
Beach's sandy shorelines. The lifeguards work from 9 
a.m. to 6 p.m. answering questions, applying first aid, 
and constantly surveying the arcade Atlantic Ocean for 
swimmers in distress. 

Kuehn reports that up to 40,000 people a day visit the 
Virginia Beach resort coastline over the Summer, with 
up to 80,000 people on the weekends. That adds up to 
masses of potential drowning victims. Yet, the last 
drowning to occur off northern resort beaches occured 
on August 31, 1978. 

"I think we must have one of the best records on the 
East Coast," Kuehn said, noting that in his opinion the 
one death that did occur was not really the fault of 
lifeguards. 

Regarding the 1978 drowning," Kuehn continued, 
"the victim's own brother said they were swimming 
together not 15 to 20 seconds before he drowned. The 
victim gave no distress indications, according to the life- 
guard, and the surviving brother agreed." 

Lifeguards can legally be held liable for drownings 
which occur while a guard is officially on duty, under- 
scoring the pressures lifeguards work under. 

"If it can be proven, a lifeguard can be sued for 
negligence if a drowning occurs while the guard is on 
duty," Kuehn said. "But the party has to prove that the 
guard was not paying attention, or was distracted by 
friends or something when the drowning occured." 

Recently, suit was brought, against a south-end 
lifeguard, according to Kuehn, but was settled before 
ever reaching the courtroom. 
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Kuehn amid the north beach lifeguards have a good 
record as a result of training and supervision. 

"Our lifeguards must respect the responsibility they 
have," Kuehn said. "The minute they think they are out 
there to have a good time or talk with their girlfriends, 
they better start looking for a better job." 

Kuehn also said there are four factors which con- 
tribute to bis team's impressive slate: Respect for the 
job's responsibility; the tight organization of the beach 
patrol; aggressive training as a lifeguard; and strict 
supervision. 

To qualify to train as a Virginia Beach lifeguard, can- 
didates must swim a timed quarter-mile before under- 
taking a one-half to three-quarter mile run on the beach 
following the swim. After completion of these feats, the 
candidate must complete three pool swims consisting of 
a 100 meter endurance swim, plus 50 meter and 25 meter 
swim sprints. 

If a candidate qualifies to train as a lifeguard, the 
following training activities take place: rescue training 
on active and passive victims with use of a torpedo 
buey; a test is administered on a seven-page lifeguard 
manuel and on a nine-page first aid manual (all 
lifeguard supervisors are certified emergency medical 
technicians); a condensed CPR heart saver test is ad- 
ministered; and finally, a three-day practical training 
exercise is conducted. 

Virginia Beach lifeguards earn between $25 and $30 a 
day, depending on experience. Obviously, the pay is not 
exorbitant. But that is not really a complaint. The only 
lament Kuehn has is that the City of Virignia Beach, he 
feels, is taking for granted the services the lifeguards 
render. 

"There is a need to have some official recognition 
from the city for the good work we do," he said. "We 
are providing a heck of a service for the city. Maybe 
they could name a lifeguard of the year, or a rookie of 
the year. It would mean much to the guys. 

"I could even go as far as to say that city officials, in 
general, need to keep better track of the beach. Do they 
really notice that things are constantly run smoothly; 
there's no trash on the beach; never are our lifeguard 
stands in disarray or overturned." 
Kuehn said calm days are more troublesome for life- 
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guards than rough days because high seas keep many 
bathers out of the water. 

"When the waves are rough," he said, "people aren't 
as inclined to carelessly enjoy the water; where as on 
calm days, they try to swim out as far as they can." 

Kuehn also predicts, and hopes, that his crew can go 
for another year with out a mishap. 

"If we keep doing the good job we have been doing so 
far," he said, "there's a good chance that we can go 
another summer without a fatality."

Beach Gambling Scene Low-Key 



Sports Betting Popular; Carnivals Out 



This article is the second in a thru-part Sun 
series on vice and narcotics in Virginia Beach, Last 
week's story centered on prostitution In Virginia 
Beach, Next week's will discuss UncU drugs.

"No doubt, if you want to place a bet in Virginia 
Beach you can do it/' said Virginia Beach Common- 
wealth's Attorney Andre Evans. "And we're powerless 
to prosecute many cases unless we are allowed to use 
telephone wire taps. The Feds can do it but we can't." 

In other words, its difficult for Virginia Beach law en- 
forcement officials and prosecutors to break-up local 
sports gambling and numbers operations without get- 
the audio-drop on Beach bookies. 

"If we can't tap telephones, under very strict guide- 
lines, there's no sense spending as much time as we do 
on local betting operations," said Evans, suggesting a 
change in state law. 

In Virginia Beach, telephone sports betting is the 
most popular form of gambling in the city. The em- 
phasis on telephone wire tapping is obvious. The 
telephone is the main tool of the bookmaker's trade. 
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Without it, their business for the most part would come 
to a standstill. Bookies already use such electromc devices 
as blue boms and cheese boxes to scramble incoming 
and outgoing phone calls. These gadgets further hamper 
law enforcement's ability to nab the law breakers. 

Numbers operations, that is betting on certain num- 
ber combinations, are also conducted over the 
telephone, and by runners who manually carry bets to 
bookmakers rather than calling them in. This form of 
gambling is also prevalent in Virginia Beach, in certain 
sections of the dry more than others. 

Bingo, once considered gambling, is now acceptable 
in Virginia Beach under certain criteria. 

Whatever the mode, gambling is another one of those 
illegal activities that is usually ignored or overlooked by 
many eyes. Visions of fast, easy cash fills the pupils of 
gambling addicts who fed incumbent to periodically test 
their rack and skill. Investigating gambling is also time 
consuming and costly, with uncertain returns. 

Carnivals shot-out 

In the last five years, the investigations of illegal car- 
nivals has been the focus of many gambling^ighting law 
enforcement offitials. 

In the last two years, if anyone has noticed, there 
hasn't been a carnival in Virginia Beach. The most 
visible area carnival in recent years used to swing at Met 
Park on the Norfolk/Virginia Beach line. It was "taken 
down" by Virginia Beach Detective C. M. Nardncd, In- 
telligence, Virginia Beach Police Department. 

He explains that in many carnival -games, there is no 
way for the player to win, yet it has not been until recen- 
tly that agendes, such as the F.B.I, have had the 
technical knowledge to prove the games as fraud. 

"Most carnival games are flat," Narducci said. 
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"That means there is no way to win." 

For example, the peach basket game. A wooden 
woven basket rests on an incline only a few feet away 
from the paying participant. Object: throw the ball into 
the basket without it bounding out. Suspicious springs 
are suspected by layman to be hiding behind the bottom 
of the basket, but actually the spring effect is the result 
of the special construction of the basket and the way its 
woven. 

Another carnival game usually impossible to win is 
the pin and ball game. Narducd explains why this is also 
a flat game. 

"This game involves the laws of physics," he said. 
"The ball on the pendulum cannot knock down the 
bowling pin unless the pin is put off its mark by a frac- 
tion of an inch. That's why the carnival caller can knock 
it down in exhibition, but you can't.' ' 

Because of Narducd's knowledge of the carnival 
tricks of the trade, the last carnival in dty limits was 
dosed down on May 11, 1979 in a Hilltop shopping cen- 
ter. It opened and was busted in one day, resulting in IS 
gambling convictions. 

Narducd explains how the carnivals are screened 
before arrests are made. 

"First we go in and play all the games," Narducci 
said, "then we leave, we confer and dedde what games 
are flat, maybe go back and play them one more time, 
the plan the bust." 

But it's easier said than done. 

"It takes a lot of cops to take down a carnival," Nar- 
ducd added, "because all the arrests must be made 
simultaneously. They can close up the booths and flee in 
a matter of seconds." 

Some carnival games, such as the dart and balloon 
game, are deceptively fake. The advertised balloons are 
marked for small, medium and large prizes, but usually 
there are never large prizes. The ping pong ball game, 
where players pick a ball in hopes of getting one with a 
prize winning number on it, has odds against the player 
of 20 billion to one. 

Narducd said the carnival trade, like many trades, 
has its own newsletters. It advises carnival owners not to 
set up tents in Virginia Beach anymore. 

"It's like they had a big neon light over our dry to 
keep away," Narducd noted.

five-page position paper, "the elected may or then plays 
the dominant role, not the hired city manager." 

McCoy said, under Ihe present system of city govern- 
ment, many basinets and professional people are ex- 
cluded from serving as mayor because they haven't the 
time. And if they do have extra time, it could be better 
spent lobbying for the city rather than merely presiding 
over civic opening ceremonies and cutting ceremonial 
ribbons. 

"The system (Mayor-City Council) also frees the elec- 
ted mayor from the domination of city council and 
provides an image to the public of exactly who is in 
charge," McCoy said. 

McCoy says the mayor should be to the citizens of 
Virginia Beach, the problem solver, crisis handler, of- 
ficial communicator, policy and trend setter, and the 
city's problem solver as well. He contends a part-time 



mayoreannot fulfill these duties. 
: . MA part-time mayor can only spend as much free time 
as he can muster working on city business. He somehow 
has to earn a Irving in another way," McCoy says. 
"Vnginia Beach has become large enough now to 
demand a leader that can spend his full time and effort 
on the business of the city; this, obviously, adds to the 
credibility of the city's government." 

McCoy, who taught a course on local government at a 
local college, said studies have shown in the country's 14 
largest cities that the, beat form of government For them 
is the Mayor-City Council, system with a general 
manager (city manager) serving under mayor as the 
city's administrative second in command. If Virginia 
Beach approved such a plan, it would be the first 
Virginia city to do so. 

McCoy further writes, "under our present system, the 
citizens of Virginia Beach are frustrated; a genuine

leader is necessary immediately." But adds, if he were 
the strong mayor he would retain Hanbury. 

McCoy said if a strong mayor system is adopted, he 
would not run again for mayor because his dental prac- 
tice is thriving, and he likes bis work. But, the ad- 
ministrative move would put the people of Virginia 
Beach more in touch with local government. 

The Mayor-City Council plan would call for the 
mayor choosing department heads, subject to city coun- 
cil approval. The mayor could veto city council, but 
council could override the veto with a three-fourths 
vote. 

McCoy said he knows Hanbury won't like his idea, 
"but I know whatl'm talking about, and I believe in 
what I am saying. " 

Black water councilman Joan A. Banm said he Would 
not favor a referendum but would be willing to discuss 
the idea openly. 

"There's something to be said for the plan," Baum 
told the Sun. "All of these part-time legislators have to 
make an income on the side."

Narducci said the F.B.I, has been training agents i» 
how to break gambling operations for years, but never 
developed its program to administer it down to local 
levels until within the last five years. 

In the last three years, former deputy common-' 
wealth's attorney Paal A. SdortfcM, now challenging 
incumbent Evans for the office, prosecuted several gam- • 
bling cases in Virginia Beach. 

He cites one-man gambling operations being run out 
of individual's homes and garages. 

"The homeowner was the bank, and every Thursday 
night he'd put bumpers on his pool table and shoot 
craps," Sciortino said. "It turns out that guy was also a 
sports bookie on the side." 

Sciortino said he has prosecuted Virginia Beach con- 
dominium owners, and a man in the Lago Mar section 



of the city. 

He said in the last 11 years, he has obtained felony 
convictions for gambling only three times. Many times 
gambling s entences, 12 months in jail, are usually 
suspended, and only a $1,000 fine invoked. Sciortino 
said the financial magnitude of various individual gam- 
bling operations in Virginia Beach range between $200 
to $2,000 a day. 

"There was a store in Seatack," Sciortino mentioned, 
"'that was housing a $700 to $800 a day numbers racket. 
It was run by an elderly man and his wife."

Plans for improving 
and enlarging the Lynn- 
haven Parkway inter- 
change at the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Express- 
way (V A Route 44) inter- 
section in Virginia Beach 
were recently approved by 
the Stale Highway and 
transportation Com- 



The City of Virginia 
Beach had requested that 
the Department of High- 
ways and Transportation 
study the interchange to 
d e te r min e what could be 
done to improve the traf- 
fic flow. Steady develop- 
ment of the area has 
resulted in greatly in- 
creased traffic. 

The existing interchange 
is a modified "diamond" 
type. The project will 
change this to a partial 
"cloverleaf" interchange 
with loops being added in 
all quadrants except the 
southwest. 

In the new interchange, 
the existing ramp in the 
northeast quadrant will be 
relocated to the north to 
provide space for a new 
loop ramp, which will 
eliminate the existing in- 
tersection of Barrett Street 
with Lynnhaven Parkway.

Road connection with 
Lynnhaven Parkway will 
be shifted some 175 feet to 
the north.

examination was conducted. More marks were found 
and the Virginia Beach Department of Social Services 
was notified. A social worker was sent to the Davis 
home to determine if Bobby's well being was in jeopar- 
dy. On that day, Bobby's parents Jim and Julie Davis 
realized they had an effective parenting problem. 

"I was shocked. I never thought I'd be pegged as a 
child abuser at my kid's school and by my neighbors," 
Jim Davis, a 34 year old Navy Chief said; "1 was em- 
barrassed." 

But Sim and Julie Davis, four year Virginia. Beach 

residents, didn't succumb to shame. Instead, they 
faced their dilemma squarely and enrolled in the 
Systematic Training in Effective Parenting (STEP) 
program, sponsored by local P.T.A.'s and the Beach. 
Department of Social Services. 

"The social worker said the STEP program might 
help, so I said we'd give it a shot," Davis said. 

The STEP program attempts to promote and intensify 
the family as a working, communicative unit. It is a 
nine-week course centering on interpersonal and inter- 
family communication skills, plus general effective 
parenting guidelines. For example, the Davis' now con- 
duct regular meetings at which all family members are 
free to air their grievances. 

Before completing the step program, the Davis' admit 
they had problems within their family structure. He, in 
the Navy, was constantly being deployed for months at 
a time. She, left at home to serve as both father and 
mother for their three young children, also felt the 
press ure of the detachment from her husband. The 
STEP program to Julie, was a light from above. 

"I was so glad the day I saw that Social Services car 
pull in front of my house," she said, "because I knew 
our family had a problem that had to be dealt with. 

"AH parents need help," she continued, "there 
always seems to be a communication gap between 
people in the family. We'd tried everything but nothing 
seemed to help." 

The Davis' said most arguments in their home

Academic Expectations 
Must Be Realistic

resulted from their academic expectations of their 
children. All three children did well in school during 
their early years, but Bobby in particular began drop- 
ping off in the seventh grade. The family discussed it, 
according to Jim, but the grades continued to slide 
downhill. 

"I was never satisfied with my children's school per- 
formance," Davis, who never received his high school 
diploma until three years ago, said, "And the more angry I 
got about it, nothing ever happened." 

Davis said they had tried restrictions with their 
children; giving them extra work to do; yelling and 
spanking. And finally, one day he realized yelling and 
screeming was helping nobody. 

"We'd all start yelling at each other," Davis recalls, 
"and I started raising my voice over everyone 
else's... and then I realized that raising my voice wasn't 
good for me. And I also realized that it may have been 
because of my yelling that my kids were afraid to tell me 
if they got bad marks in school. And I knew if they were 
afraid to tell me some of their small problems, like get- 
ting bad grades, that they would probably be afraid to 
tell be their big problems later in life. That's what really 
worried me, that they'd not come to me with their big 
problems when they grew older." 

Julie said their children are good, and that their only 
problem has been in school work. Jim says he knows 
now he expected too much from his children. 

"I think I set my standards too high for them," he 
said. "I didn't do well in school, and I had a fear of 
them dropping out and not finishing. But I caused the 
damage by worrying too much about them. I needed to 
be concerned, but not rant and rave about it." 

The Davis' said their children's attitude toward 
school is better now, yet still fed that they do not assist 
their children in their studies as much as they'd like. But 
more important than what they're not doing, is what 
they are doing. 

"We are good parents," Julie said, "we try to help 
them too much. I'd make their beds for them, make 
sure that their socks matched, and other things that they 
should have been made responsible for. 
"They're going to have to realize that they will have to 
accept more and more responsibility as they grow older. 
This includes not having to be told repeatedly to do their 
homework. Their attitude towards homework is better 
but there is still room for improvement." 

Jim said he realized he was treating his children un- 
justly by observations he had made while at work. 

"Where I work, most of the kids are only 19 or 20," 
he said. "I could look at them and tell their back- 
ground. I could tell by how well they did their jobs, or if 
they left their tools scattered around. I knew that these 
actions were a reflection of their parents. Now I find 
myself noticing and praising my kids more for jobs well 
done, and not getting so mad when they foul up." 

Jim and Julie agree that if not for the STEP program, 
the family might still experience the problems once af- 
flicting them on a more regular basis. 

"Even when things were bad, we didn't give 
automatic spankings," Jim said. "But if they brought 
home bad school grades. I think they became more 
afraid of my yelling than anything else." 

The confrontation between father and son which led 
to the situation ascertained by the school system, erup- 
ted last year after Jim's return from a' eight-week 
deployment in the North Atlantic.

In Virginia Beach, ac- 
cording to the Depart- 
ment of Social Services, 
over 9,000 children have 
reportedly been abused, 
with over 5,000 Beach 
families involved. 

Beach social worker 
Mary Anne Richards 
said the goal of the 
department is to keep the 
family unit intact. 

"We in the family 
stabilization unit are 
concerned for the 
welfare of the child, but 
also of the entire 
family," she said. "We 
will only remove a child 
from its parents when we 
feel its life is in danger. 
We provide ongoing 
treatment, and usually it 
results in a more relaxed, 
functional family unit." 

Richards said child 
abuse in Virginia Beach 
escalates over the sum- 
mer while many children 
are home, and the num- 
ber of sexual abuse cases 
are increasing. 

"We don't know if 
this is increasing because 
of actual incident in- 
creases," she said, "or 
just because there is bet- 



ter reporting of it." 

Richards, who has 
handled approximately 
ISO child abuse cases in 
the last three years, said 
many times parents 
aren't mean, but just 
unrealistic. 

"Sometimes parents 
have expectations which 
are unrealistic to expect 
from their children," she 
said. "They have learned 
how to ineffectively 
parent a child from their 
parents, and can't pin- 
point exactly why they 
can't control themselves 
or their child. There's a 
fine line between abuse 
and discipline, and the 
courts will never say that 
a parent can't hit their 
child." 

Richards says she 
sees much emotional 
abuse, also. 

"All the abuse does 
not have to be 
physicial," she said. 
"You can cause a child 
just as much damage by 
telling them over and 
over again that they're 
stupid, as you can be 
striking the youth. But 
oftentimes, physical and 
emotional abuse go 
hand-in-hand." 



Richards said there is 
not much medical 
neglect in the city, but 
will get occasional repor- 
ts of neglected children. 

"We are concerned if 
a child is abused in any- 
way," she said, "and it 
is our job to provide ser- 
vices to the family to in- 
sure the protection of the 
child. You have to un- 
derstand that many 
parents aren't instructed 
in parenting. But after 
they receive some in- 
struction, we see alot of 
improvement." 

But even as social 
workers work feverishly 
to aid families in need of 
parenting counseling, 
Richards admits that the 
numbers of reported 
cases is only the tip of 
the iceberg. 

Virginia Beach Com- 
monwealth's attorney 
Andre Evans said most 
child abuse cases his of- 
fice has prosecuted stem 
from homes where the 
child is reared not by 
natural parents, such as 
stepparents, boyfriends 
or girlfriends. Such cases 
are difficult to try. 

"Usually the victim is 
so young, it's hard to get 
sustaining testimony 
from them," Evans said. 




Evans also said there 
are many instances of 
sexual abuse, such as a 
Beach couple who forced 
their children to 
photograph them while 
they had illicit sexual en- 
counters with a 
Jamacian from D.C. 

Evans said the 
prosecution of persons 
charged with child abuse 
is often hampered 
because the defendants 
prior record is not 
allowed as evidence in 
court. 

"There was a man we 
had on three different 
rape charges," Evans 
said. "Two of them were 
identical, but the third 
one, the one that we were 
trying, was the only rape 
we could discuss. " 

One remedy would be 
to not bring the past 
record into play while 
Judge or jury was 
the verdict, 
said, but inform- 

! of the defendant's 

st record before the 
convicted man's punish- 
ment it announced. 



"Last year when I went on this deployment, I found I 
was still upset about Bobby's grades in school," Jim 
said reflectively. "I used to think that if I could just 
divorce myself from worrying about it so much, I'd not 
get as upset. But it didn't work. 

"I came home after that trip, and I was still getting 
bad reports on Bobby. I didn't understand. They had 
gone eight weeks with no yelling from me. Why hadn't 
Bobby's grades gotten better? So I kinda slapped, or 
backhanded him in the mouth. Later when he went to 
school the teacher noticed the bruise. He told them that 
his dad had hit him. The Social Services people came

and asked me what I was doing beating my child? I was 
shocked." 

Davis said the bruise on Bobby's face was 
exaggerated because of additional marks Bobby had 
received from a minor fight he got into the day before. 

The Davis' maintain they are not bad parents. They 
only want their children to excel academically. But they 
sometimes feet frustrated, after dropping what they're 
doing to assist their children with the studies, only to 
learn that they aren't familiar with the subjects and tex- 
tual matter contained therein. 

"I would drop what I was doing, anytime, to try to 
help them" Jim said. "The only problem we ever had 
was with school work. It's hard to sit down and do then- 
work with them. I don't understand all that they're 
doing. I help them when I can." 

Davis learned that he wasn't supposed to know every- 
thing, and decided the key to making academic progress 
with his children was to understand them better and not 
spoil and criticize them so much. 



"We had to make the children realize that they were 
responsible for their actions," Jim said. "If they broke 
their bike, for example, they'd have to save their 
allowance money to fix it, instead of us rushing out 
every Christmas to buy them a new one. Bobby had 
three bikes before he was 12 years old. I had one my en- 
tire lift. We used to think it was terrible making a 
child pay to fix their own bicycle. But that's respon- 
sibility, and our children must accept that. The same 
goes for school." 

The realization s whi ch have loomed before the Davis' 
are a result of the STEP program, they said. 

"STEP has worked well, it makes you look at your- 
self," Jim said. "We used to get in some heated argu- 
ments with them over the way we were raising our 
children, but they were usually right. I used to wonder 
what credentials they had to tell me how to treat my 
children. How could they have experienced the same 
problems my family had. But they are trained in that 
field, and they really know what they are talking about. 
They're really well educated." 
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Jim said there are still minor flare-ups between 
family members, but in general they realize things aren't 
as bad as they had been making them out to be. 

"We finally realized that we have more going for us 
than against us," Jim said. "1 mean, with me being in 
the military, underpaid and overworked. I've lost time 
at home with my family; time that will never be 
replaced. 1*11 never be able to see my kids graduation 
from elementary to junior high school again, or I'll 
never see my kid's fifth birthday that I missed. Pay 
raises will never replace those events. In addition, we've 
had some problem with finances, but have learned to 
make the right decisions." 

Participating in the STEP was a right decision for the 
Davis'. Their only complaint about the program is 
over its participation by other parents. 

"I know I have a problem and need the help of 
others," Jim said, "but there are others who also need 
help but are afraid to look their problem in the face. I 
would like to see more people in the STEP classes. I'm 
sure they would learn from the instructors, and we from 
them." 

Another complaint over their personal child abuse 
situation is levied at the Virginia Beach Public School 
System; specifically the elementary where Bobby atten- 
ds. 

"The schools handled it very badly/' Jim said. "The 
vice-principal's office is not the place to conduct an 
examination of a eight-year old child. Maybe in the nur- 
ses' office or something. I think that the school will call 
parents at the drop of a hat over a discipline problem, 
but when it comes to academics that's something else. I 
asked repeatedly to meet with Bobby's teacher to 
discuss his grades. Never was I called back. I mean, they 
wait two weeks before the report card goes home before 
sending out a progress report on the child. By the time 
the progress report gets home, it's too late to take 
corrective measures on the child's study habits." 

Again, academic irritations continue to frustrate 
Davis. But where Bobby's examination is justified by 
Mrs. E. McElwain, coordinator for school, nurse, 
Virginia Beach public schools. 

"It's true that all the elementary schools don't have 
full-time nurses," McElwain said, "so that may have 
been the reason why the child wasn't taken to the nur- 
se's clinic instead of the vice principal's office. But I 
think that's alright. 

"If the teacher brings the child down to the ad- 
ministrative offices initially, it might be even more 
traumatic for the child if he is again marched to the nur- 
se's clinic." 

Davis and his family, originally from New Jersey, will 
continue to reside in Virginia Beach. Julie will continue 
to spend most of her time with the kids, while Jim will 
continue to face staggered departures from them. 

"I ask myself some times if they really need me," Jim 
questions. "Julie has done well as a Navy wife. When I 
come home from deployment, everything is still intact. 1 
just hope we can all get along well, and be considerate 
of each other."

Council Doesn't Want Raffle Burden

The magnitiude of a proposed raffle in Virginia 
Beach has made City Council cautious. 

Monday evening Council approved a second two- 
week deferral for consideration of a raffle permit for the 
Poseidia Institute, Inc. which wants to hold a $10 
million raffle. The deferral motion asked that the 
Institute obtain . statement from the Internal Revenue 
Service to the effect that the organization meets 
requirements for tax-exempt status and that the city, 
attorney request an opinion from Attorney General J. 
Marshall Coleman on the legality of such a raffle. 

The first deferral two weeks earlier was based on the 
fact that the application was not included with the 
permit application. 

City Manager George L Hanbury stated that the 
application meets all criteria established by the General 
Assembly for a raffle. "However, I do not feel the 
intent of the General Assembly was to establish a 
lottery in amounts of this nature." He said the lottery 
will be a city responsibility to see that it continues to 
comply. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober, who made the 
motion to defer, said that the application is contradic- 
tory. It says that the purpose of the organization is "to 
engage in research, investigations, analyses, docu- 
mentation and disemination of information on all 
aspects of the science of parapsychology and that the 
proceeds of the raffle will be used for these lawful 
scientific and educational purposes." 

The application also states, however., that the 
proceeds of the raffle "will be used to establish an 
endowment fund for the ongoing purchase of a suitable 
tract of undeveloped property in southeastern Virginia 
on which a community of environmentally superior and 
compatible homes would be constructed. The housing 
would be offered by drawing to those persons meeting 
certain criteria dealing with income and previously 
inability to qualify for other housing. It is the intent of 
the Board to provide financing for such housing at a 
nominal 10 percent rate Of interest per year." 

The organization plans to pay $4 million in prizes and 
to use $6 for the endowment. The prizes will be 
pro-rated according to the raffle receipts with the 
drawing scheduled for Jan. 9. 

Heischober said that it seemed to him that the 
purpose of the organization was to go directly or 
indirectly into the building and mortgage (lending 
business. "I don't think this will pass muster of a tax 
exempt status." He said he didn't think a raffle of that 
size should be a province of municipality. 

He said that on receiving information from the IRS 
and the attorney general. Council would consider the 
matter further. 



Mr. Leonard Baker, secretary-treasurer of Poseidia, 
said that the organization will establish an endowment 
fund. He said that Norfolk General has a similar fund 
and invests its proceeds. He said he was at a loss to 
understand why Harvard can invest in T-bills and the 
money market from a similar fund. 

"They don't do it by means of a raffle," Heischober 

said. 

"They're not that imaginative," Baker replied. He 
said that Coleman has already given an opinion stating 
that money limits refer to bingo permits only, not raffle 
permits. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that "our action tonight 
would seem like an endorsement of your plan. If for 
some reason the raffle takes on any unfavorable color, 
we get the blame." 

Baker pointed out that City Attorney Dale Bimson's 
office reviewed the application. 

Bimson asked if the organization had a ruling from 
the IRS. 

Baker said the organization felt it premature to 
contact the IRS. He insisted that they were in the same 
situation as Harvard. 

Jean Campbell, Poseidia president, said, "We 
understand the difficulties you must have," and asked 
if Council had any other problems. "We have 
researched this thoroughly and the difficulties (Heisc- 
hober) preceives are not difficulties." She asked that 
the permit be granted within the 60 days allotted for 



action from the filing date, Aug. 27, so the corporation 
could start its activities. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy said, "The problem is that 
it's so large. It's scary. If it's scary to us, it must be 
scary to the public." 

Hanbury said he didn't relish policing or auditing 
this large a raffle. 

Campbell said a firm of CPA's will be employed to 
make reports. 

In answer to a question from Ervin, Bimson said that 
he had not been able to find anything contrary to the 
State raffle statute. 

Baker said he was at a loss to understand the delays. 

McCoy said Council would consider the permit in a 
fair way. 

Baker then asked if the permit could be granted 
subjected to the opinions of the IRS and the attorney 
general. The permit can always be revoked, he said. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that the scope makes 
this a major difference between this raffle and others. 
"We haven't had a raffle like this come before us 
before. It seems to me there's a loophole in the State 
law. The law was written carelessly. We're not going to 
let private individuals conduct something like that for 
profit." 

Ervin said he was not overwhelmed by the size but 
was concerned whether we're working within the law. 

Poseidia plans to sell two million tickets at $5 apiece.

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atives, "I think you have some real problems." He said 
the company's sub-contractors needed supervision 
from Cox. He said at one of his projects, a cable crew 
cut a three-inch water line. He said that although 
anyone experienced in the work would know how to cut 
off the water, "these guys were just sitting there." 

"You've made everything sould so nice, but there 
are property owners who have had real problems." 

Roger Pierce, vice president of Cox for the 
Mid-Atlantic Region, had said that in the five years 
since the company was issued the city's franchise, "we 
know we caused you some headaches." 

He said that in 1975 the basic field engineering 
estimate was that 600 miles of cable would be needed to 
encompass Virginia Beach. The company has complet- 
ed 1000 miles. 

He said the system will be a good one with a 35 
channel capacity and reservations for six more channels 
in 1982. Four different Corporations are involved - Cox 
Cable of Virginia Beach, Portsmouth, Norfolk and 
Tidewater. He said the company, the 15th to 16th 
largest cable company in the nation, will be one of the 
industry's leaders in size and quality. 

The local company operates 100 trucks and employs 
275 people, most of whom are based at the Beach. Bob 
Hale has been brought here from the San Diego office 
as general manager. 

Hale said Virginia Beach has 35,160 basic subscrib- 
ers, 31,644 with Home Box Office service; 21,096 with 
Cinemax, and 8,100 with Escapade. 

San Diego, where Hale was vice president and 
general director of marketing, had 210,000 subscribers. 

Prospects for additional programs are WWOR New 
York and WGM Chicago and the company is also 
looking into programming Ted Turner's Cable News 
Network and Landmark Communications' 24-hour 
weather channel.

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Heischober Not Confused On Automotive Issues 



A Virginia Beach City Councilman who is also a 
foreign car dealer said Monday evening that all things 
being equal, American automobile assembly plans

should be helped by every city, every state and the 
United States. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober, at Council's informal 

session, said that American automobiles must become 

viable again and should be placed at the number one 

. priority. Import car dealers can't survive if America 

' does nor surviye, he said. 

Council has been considering whether to establish a 
policy fo buy only American cars. 

City Manager George L Hanbury said that foreign 
cars make up only four percent of the city's fleet. He 
said that ther is not much difference between the cost of 
the vehicles, but the savings in gas is about two cents a 
mile. 

He also cautioned Council about saying "American- 
made." He said that foreign corporations have plants in 
the United States.

Council sage John A Baum remarked, "life's more 
complex than we like it to be." He said that $48 million 
in farm products are sold overseas. "Why do we select 
some group that should be protected?" 

Hanbury said the answer is to come up with a better 
product. 

Heischober said he had never sold any municipality 
any of his product. He said instead of "foreign-made," 
Council should be talking about place of assembly. 

"If this country is ever to get back to the economic 
mainstream we were in, American automobiles must 
become viable again," Heischober said. 

He pointed out however that the American Luv truck 
and the Ford Currier are assembled in Japan. He said 
that one Volkswagen truck is assembled in Westmore- 
land, Pa. All truck beds are assembled in California. 

Setting aside political philosophy, he said, "this 
discussion could be moot." He said America is catching 
up. The price structure is close in similar products. 
America is assembling good small vehicles." He said it 
was necessary to learn the importance of quality to 
compete with Germany and Japan. In this respect, the 
competition has been good, he said. 

No trucks are totally American made, he said, but 
incorporate foreign products. 

Buying American has his pledge, he said, so long as 
"we can balance the tax payers' money with making 
American assembly viable, "but "Buy American is an 
exercise in futility." if we close our doors to products 
the rest of the world will close their doors to ours." 

Hanbury said more than automobiles are involved - 
there are TV cameras... 

Councilman Dr. Clarence A. Holland said the 
concern is that the Ford plant is located in the area and 
that many Virginia Beach citizens earn their livelihood 
there and want to promote their product. 

Heischober said that Ford also has an assembly plant 
in Germany and England which have been profitable. 
While the vehicles are assembled there, the compenent 
parts come from America. 

"The same is true of General Motors in Germany, 
England and some parts of South America," he said. 

He said that he became a foreign car dealer after 20 
years with Ford. "We should do everything we can far 
the recovery of assembly plants in the U.S." 

Ending his comments, Heischober said, "After that 
kind of analysis, you'll be totally confused."

Andre Evans is the 11 year Democratic incum- 
bent. He is a 23 year Virginia Beach resident and a 
graduate of the University of North Carlina. He 
served in the U.S. Army, 1936 through 1960, and 
honorably discharged as a captain, judge advocate 
General's Corps. He has served as president of the 
Virginia Association of Commonwealth's Attor- 
neys, and of the Virginia Beach Bar Association. 
He is author of "The Investigator in Court, 
Criminal and Investigative Handbook" (to be 
published by McGraw-Hill this year). Evans 48 is 
married, 24 years, and has two sons. He is a 
deacon. First Presbyterian Church. 

Beach attorney, and former deputy common- 
wealth's attorney Panl A. Sdortino, 52 is Evans' 
Republican challenger. Sciortino, former head of 
the Major Offender's Bureau of the common- 
wealth's attorney office, is a 14 year Virginia 
Beach resident and a graduate of St. John's 
University School of Law, Brooklyn, N.Y. Scior- 
tino served in the Navy, 1946 through 1950, and 
was a special agent for the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation from 1961 through 1967.

There is also the city employee merit 
system. I sometimes write letters of recommen- 
dation to the chief of police, but not routinely. A 
year may go by and I won't write one. Another 
year I might write 10. 

S: I suppose they are. I don't look at their 
position as one that deserves undue credit. I think 
in appropriate cases they receive the deserved 
recognition. I think our police officers do a fine 
job. But I'm sure they would be a lot happier with 
a pay raise rather than public appreciation for 
their efforts.

E: It is very courteous. Because it is a public of- 
fice right in the middle of the City of Virginia 
Beach Municipal Center, people come in frequen- 
tly. We have a duty-attorney which serves a week 
at a time dealing directly with the public. I also 
take part in that shift. 

S: I don't know if you're ever courteous 
enough. The public is our constituency, and it is 
our civic duty and responsibility to serve them. 
There may be some conflicts between personnel in 
the office, but basically I think they are a good 
bunch of people. We must constantly stress the 
fact that the public are our constituents. 

DIMINSIONS: What are the personal and 
professional almlnsinni of the commonwealth's 
attorney's •filet? 

E: In a very real sense, he is the lawyer for the 
people. The commonwealth's attorney has a real 
responsibility to get out and meet his clients, i.e. 
his constituents. I do much speaking and ap- 
pearing routinely as part of the city's public 
speaker's bureau. I do most, if not virtually all of 
that in the office. The public frequently turns here 
when they have no place else to turn. Sometimes 

the problem is not in our battiwick, but we wiH in- 
form them where to go for help. The common- 
wealth's attorney is the chief law enforcement of- 
ficer of the city. I must carry the mantel of 
authority everyplace I go. 

S: The commonwealth's attorney is the city's

He must 
act as a buffer on such concerns. If any infractions 
occur, the deputy attornies will report them to me. 
I give them the sanctuary to operate so they can 
get the job done. I take the flack. I'm responsible 
to the public to make sure victims don't get 
yanked around; J provide them a protective 
cocoon. 

S: The office must establish certain policies and 
adhere to them. Everyone must be treated the 
same, regardless if the person is a victim or a wit- 
ness. I've gotten more letters than anybody in that 
office over how fair I am. Tough but fair. If I 
suspected anyone of playing favors with someone 
I'd call them into the office and tell them to knock 
it off. I lead by setting the example. 



HABrrS: Are there any good habits the 
commonwealth's attorney or his office may fall 
late? 

E: Initially, when most young attornies come 
here they are right out or private practice, and are 
more used to defending than prosecuting. This 
needs to change for the attorney to be a competent 
prosecutor. Daily they deal with murder, rapes, 
robbery and all the bad things people do to 
people. We tend to build some personal resistance, 
but we have to realize the importance of each case 
and not make anything a way of life for us. That's 
why we use vertical prosecution, where one attor- 
ney follows a case from its beginning to the end. 

S: If the Commonwealth's attorney perceives a 
certain area that the public doesn't approve of, 
like plea bargaining, the commonwelath's attor- 
ney may sway with the crowd. There are no ab- 
solutes, but there should not be shifting policies 
over public reaction. It's a bad policy in the long 
run. I am not a politician swayed by public 
opinion, even if it could cost me the election.

E: Our office is constantly accessible to the 
press. All the reporters know who to come and 
talk to. I encourage it. They are the ears and eyes 
of the public. There's no better way to com- 
municate with our constituency than through the 
press. We use the press as a medium of conveying 
messages. I support the Freedom of Information 
Act. 



Sciortino 

S: The commonwealth's attorney's realtion with 
the press is not adequate. I have always had a 
good rapport with the press. It is good to be 
readily accessible and be open with the press. 
When my opponent wants to make a few political 
points, that's when he calls the press. On the other 
days he's rather laid back. I encourage the press to 
come in and talk; be it in print, or on radio or 
television. 



JOBS: Can the commonwealth's attorney do 
anything, perhaps by increased law enforcement 
in certain areas of the city, to reduce crime and 
enhance jobs? Or could more jobs be created in 
the commonwealth's attorney's office? 

E: Our office personnel has maintained pretty 
constant over the years. We have 28 employees, 
which is maybe two or three less than several mon- 
ths ago. We are a very efficient operation, 
although I have made requests for additional per- 
sonnel. 

S: I don't think the commonwealth's attorney 
office has any control over jobs, or making any 
available. Making areas safer for people is a police 
matter. * 



KILLINGS: Is Virginal Beach's murder rate 

t in any way compared to other cities? 
E: It's up and down from one year to another. 
The role can be 12 or 20 a year. You can't predict 
it or prevent it, like speeding, for example. Most 
of the murders in Virginia Beach stem from 
domestic disputes. 
^| S: It's lower, according to the statistics I've 
seen. In the last 10 years, I don't think Virginia 
Beach has seen anything unusual in its murder 
rate. It seems to me we had a high year one year, 
but not as high as the national average. I don't like 
them; I don't think anybody does.

Virginia's seafood in- 
dustry, which usually 
provides about one-third 
of the nation's blue crab 
harvest, is having a banner 
blue crab season. 

Virginia Beach 
homemakers will now 
have the opportunity to 
discover a variety of 
imaginative ways to 
prepare fresh crab meat, 
just as they did with all 
those avocados from 
California's summer crop. 

You can expect to see a 
lot of Virginia's blue crab 
meat in stores for the rest 
of 1981. Right now, a lot 
of the crab meat is being 
shipped out fresh, but a 
surplus is being 
pasteurized and 

refrigerated just above 
freezing. The 

pasteurization process 
keeps crab meat in fresh- 
quality condition for 
about six months, without 
altering the taste or tex- 
ture.

Should Virginia Beach 
residents consider buying 
a house? Much of the im- 
plication of this question 
is that if you don't buy 
now, it will be more dif- 
ficult to buy later because 
, house prices* will be 
higher. Inflation and 
other factors in the 
economy will drive up the 
prices. 

It is a tough question. 
Real estate recently has 
appreciated more than in- 
flation with the result 
many persons find they 
have benefited by in- 
flation and by leverage. 
Leverage means that with 
a 20 percent down pay- 
ment, you have controlled 
100 percent; or with a 
$10,000 down payment, 
plus closing costs, you 
have purchased a $30,000 
property. 

However, as bankrup- 
tcies rise and the economy 
changes, the pros and cons 
need to be studied

carefully. Many areas 
have seen real price 
decreases in older homes, 
particularly in the old par- 
ts of the Midwest and 
Northeast. Decreases in 
the magnitude of 20 per- 
cent have been felt in Van- 
couver, Canada. Many 
persons who have bought 
for speculation are now 
going into bankruptcy. 

One former presidential 
adviser feels that much of 
the "inflation expec- 
tations" of the American 
people is traceable to their 
felling of opulence in the 
unexpected increase in 
their houses' worth. Many 
purchased a home for 
family housing but find 
their net worth has in- 
creased spectacularly due 
to inflation and leverage. 

Some experts fed too 
much of the nation's 
resources is being fun- 
nelled into housing and 
consumer-related items 
whereas the nation better 
needs the resources put in- 
to building new factories, 
research and defe 



Some writers attract at- 
tention by predicting a 
crash in house prices. 
Others equally predict the 
continued strength in real 
estate prices. 

To the individuals faced 
with what they consider 
high interest rates and 
high housing prices, the 
alternatives of buying or 
not buying can be a 
quagmire. Many sellers 
are being forced to take 
second mortgages at lower 
than market rates to sell 
their houses. This is, in an 
economic sense, a real 
price decrease. 

One study showed some 
individuals spent up to SO 
percent of their income on 
housing. This is a far cry 
from our previous 
thoughts in the 1930s of 
only 23 percent of income 
going for housing. 

The question of whether 
to buy a house remains a 
personal one. It is dear, 
however, that with the 
change from the govern- 
ment influenced market to 
a more "laizze faire" 



economy, one should be 
prepared for more risk 
and be concerned about 
the vagaries of the 
economy. 

It is clear that the 
business cycle is returning 
and that prices may be 
higher in the future, but 
not always. In times of 
change, it is necessary to 
dedde what the family will 
do if the economy swings 
the wrong way. Can the 
family ride out a 
recession, joblessness, or a 
long illness. 

The variables are many 
and differ for each in- 
dividual. Anyone who 
gives an unqualified 
"yes" or "no" answer to 
the question of buying a 
home is being unfair to the 
questioner. 

Virginia Extension of- 
fices have publications on 
housing and care of 
houses which give con- 
sumers information that 
might be helpful in 
making decisions on 
whether to evy an older 
house. 



Winter Crops In Virginia Beach

If your Virginia Beach 
vegetable garden is almost 
finished f oh the season, it 
is time to think about 
planting a winter cover 
crop. 

Virginia Tech Extension 
specialist in home horti- 
culture Diane Rdf said a 
cover crop such as oats, 
annual rye or winter wheat 
will serve several functions 
in the garden. 

"It will add organic 
material to the soil, hold 
nitrogen that might leach 
from the soil during the 
winter and loosen heavy 
soils, " said the specialist. 

"Also, it will reduce 
erosion from water or 
wind and offer protection 
from the wind for spring 
secdnngs if H It left in the 
space between the rows of 
vegetables late in the 
spring,'* said Mi. Kelt*. 

The cove/ crap can be 
sown from late snmmer to 

wl fT tfd. Loosen the soil 
with a hoe or cultivator, 
sow the seed and rake it in 
lightly, said the faculty 



member in Tech's College 
of Agriculture and Life 
Sciences. 

Next spring, plow the 
crop under before it goes 
to seed to insure that it 
does not become a weed.
